overs which would otherwise be 
thrown out may be utilised for the 
salad, Here are a few supyestionsi— 


Bolled rice, chopped celery (un- 
cooked), mixed with a little mayon- 
nalse, garnished with .small -balls, of 
crenm cheese, flavoured and coloured 
with tomato sauce, and the whole 
Ughtly sprinkled with chopped pars- 
ley; haricot beans, finely chopped 
onions, and beetroot, sprinkled with 
chopped parsley, and served with a 
French dressing; potntocs, boiled 
carrot, turnip, and beetroot, all 
neatly diced, French beans or tinned 
peas, mixed Uyghtly with cream or 
mayonnaise dressing. Diced potato, 
cclery, peas, and hard-bolled cgq. 
If the hollow stalk of the celery Is 
filled with cream, the salad is doubly 
dejiclous. 


Tinned pens, sprigs of broccoll, un- 
cooked celery, and tomato; ff lilsed. 
Grated cheese may be sprinkicd over 
this. . 


Celery, tomato, appic, and walnuts 
make a tasty salad, or potato, celery, 
tomato, and hard-bolled egg, and 
some good sweet chutney; cucumber, 
chutney, macaroni, and peas; rice 
und sweet corn, garnished with 
tomato and walnuts. 


For those who think a salnd must 
be green, cabbage may be substituted 
for Iettuce, One with a firm white 
heart should be chosen, and after 
soaking for on hour In ‘well salted 
water It should be dried and 
shredded very finely. Chopped bect- 
root ond celery should be added, and 
n garnish of hard-bolled egg. 


Any of these salnds may be served 
without meat os on salnd course or 
a supper dish, In this case an at- 
tractive method of serving Is to 
arrange on individual plates, piling 
ench portion on a crisp, curled Ict- 
tuce leaf—if such a thing Is procur- 
able—and garnish with cress, pars 
loy, and hard-boiled egg, or, if liked, 
it may be liberally sprinkled with 
grated cheese.

Housing and health became the 
chief subjects of the debate of the 
Address recently. 

Sir Kingsley Wood gave the House 
un account of progress and policy In 
these departments whieh had much 
new {nformation of Importance. 

It was triumphantly shown that 
ne country had done so much for 
housing as our own, : 

Over 3,350,000 ‘new houses have 
now been built since the Armistice. 
Many thousands more are belng com- 
pleted monthly, and the number un- 
der construction, at the end 
September, 70,000, was a record. 

The five yeurs’ slum clearance pro- 
“rumme had more than kept the pro- 
mise of {ts schedule. It was being 
continually extended, and now. in- 
cluded over 400,000. houses, an in- 
crease of 44. per cent. on the first 
plan. No fewer than 650,000 slum 
dwellers had been moved to better 
homes. 


RURAL HOUSING SUBSIDY 


Overcrowding = in many districts 
was already abnted by some 20 per 
cont. Sir Kingsley agreed with the 
criticlem that the statutory definition 
of what constituted overcrowdings 
should be improved. But work to 
the present standard still required, 
with slum clearance, 300,000 more 
houses, and to meet that need was 
the first duty. - 

Bullding prices, he reported, lhad 
fallen since the sudden rise in the 
spring, and showed a tendency to 
drop. 

With progress in rural housing he 
was not satisfied. He emphasised the 
importunce of the measure — to give 
more help from the Exchequer for 
cottages to be Ict at low rents to 
ugricultural workers. 

It was obvious that the - anxicty 
aroused yby the plan to rebuild 
Newlyn had given the Minister much 
concern. s 

He discussed at length the general 
problem of renovation versus demoll- 
tion, protesting first that an outward- 
ly picturesque and attractive cottage 
was not necessarily n healthy home, 
but avowlng his own preference for 
renovation rather than pulling down 
if the result was effective. 


IMPORTANCE OF DESIGN 


Efforls by the Ministry of Health 
to persunde locul authoritics to make 
use—of” their powers: for-recondition- 
ing, he announced, were at last bear- 
Ing fruit, though his figures showed 
that hitherto the possibility had been 
neglected. 

Emphasis was significantly laid on 
the Importance of the design and 
materin! of new rural housing and 
the obligation to entrust schemes to 
persons .of experience. : 

Having - announced that the Mid- 
wives Act would be in operation over 
the whole country next January, he 
declared his hope to introduce u 
similar scheme for nurses. He was 
about to set up a committee «to 
examine into the conditions and 
recruitment of the nursing profession.

Ellis Smith attacked the Minlstry ‘of 
Pensions’ officiais, and asked for a 
Select Committee to investigate Its 
administration. Mr. Lansbury put 
the paclfst casé¢ with, his usual fer- 
vour, Capt. Cazalet declared that If

EXPENDITURE ON ROADS 

Mr. Alexander, who wound up for 
the Socialists, repeated yet once more 
the nervous nsseveration that they 
had not made a volte-face on defence, 
but his main themes were alarms of 
a coming slump and increased unem- 
ployment with. protests against the 
higher cost of Ilving. :

GIANT POLISH. BALLOON 


TO SOAR 


20 MILES | 


INTO STRATOSPHERE 


The Polish balloon plant at™ 


Zurich, 
Legionowo is building a revolu- 


tionary type stratosphere balloon designed to safely reach a record 
height of 20 miles, it was revenled here by Major M. Mazurek. 


director of the plant. 


It is planned that. the ascent take 
pluce in 1938 between July and 
September from near the village of 
Ojcow, near Cracavia. Polish army 
officers may pilot the novel, craft. 


The balloon will be of gigantic 
dimensions, far larger “than any yet 
constructed for this purpose, The 
balloon Prof. Auguste Piccard used 
in-1931-and-1032-for—tho-first_ fights, 
into the lower stratosphere had a 
volume of 14,100 cubic metren, the 
Polish giant will have 120,000 cubic 
metres when fully inflated. The 
balloons later used by Americans 
and. Russians to beat Piccard’s record 
(the present record Is about 14 miles) 
were much larger than Piccard's 
bag, but were bables' compared to 
the one now being built. 


The Polish balloon 1s really two 
balloons—one of only 4,000 cubic 
metres capacity and a diameter of 
24 metres superimposed upon und 
connected with a. bigger bag of 116,- 
000 cubic metre capacity ond a 
diameter of 60 metres..

WITH BODIES OF HIS 
‘TWO VICTIMS 


(By John C, Trunjes)

New York. 
One ‘of the most brutal! crimcs 
llsted in. police records was reveated 
recently when Paul Dwyer, la-yeur- 
old adolescent of Parls Hill, South 
Paris,— Maine,— confessed —_that_he 


brutally murdered Dr. and Mrs. 
James G. Littlefield of South Paris 
because he needed moncy, 


Dwyer at first denicd the killings; | 
then told a series of highly con- 
tradictory stories; and finally sinned 
a remarkable confession in whicn he 
admitted murdering the well-known 
and highly respected childless couple. 


Dr, Littlefield had practised in the 
small New England town for thirly- 
five years. During an influenzi 
epidemic several years ago, he work- 
ed so hard for his patients that he is 
sid to have. sacrificed his own 
health. 


. Dwyer said In his signed statement 
that he strangled both the doctor 
and his wife to death with his bare 
hands and leather belts. He killed 
the doctor during the evening of 
October 13 in his (Dwyer's) home; 
crammed the body into the trunk of 
ihe doctor's car, and drove: ta the 
doctor's home, where he persuaded 
Mrs. Littlefield to uccompany him 
after telling her that the doctor had 
Adlied two men In an automobile ace 
eldent and ‘had fled to Boston where 
he wanted his wife to mect him. 


With the doctor’s body still con- 
cealed in the trunk, Dwyer snid he 
drove Mrs. LittleMeld through Maine, ; 
Massachusetts and New Hampshire, 
a distance of approximately 400 miles 
and occupying more than 30 hours, 
pretending to Ieok for her husband. 


When she finally became suspicious

Hardly a house between Soochow 
Creck on the south-west and the 
open country which begins several 
miles to the enst, can be renovated 
und-used again as dwelling, shop or 
store-house. 


Each, save a handful miraculously 
spared from bombs, bullets and shell 
fire, must ‘be razed to the ground if 
not already levelled, and -bullt en- 
tlrely new. ie 


Bombs have blown buildings 
apart, leaving only Q corner or a 
fragment of wall standing. Machine- 
gun fire during the bitterest stréct 
fighting of the entire war literally 
ate away the fronts of - buildings, 
pulverised thelr Inside walls and 
reduced their furnishing to so many 
piles of rubbish, What the fighting 
failed to destroy, the fire. set by 


retreatIng Chinese turned Into de- 
solation. 


Impassive Japanese troops station- 
ed throughout the district on the day 
the first correspondents were- con- 
ducted through, carly in November, 
had cleared the bodies and bits of 
bodies from tho streets, but to at- 
tempt even to’ sweep them clean 
would have required half of General 
Iwane Matsul's Shanghal army; for 
months, “Shanghai will = remain 
broken, fire-scarred, almost totally 
uninhabitable.

Sir Kingsley Wood gave the House 
mn uccount of progress ond policy in 
these departments which had much 
new Information of importance, 

Howas triumphantly shown that 
no country had done so much for 
housings as our own, 

Over 3,350,000 new houses have 
naw been built since the Armistice, 
Many thousands more are belng com- 
pleted monthly, and the number un. 
der construction nat the end = of 
September, 70,000, was a record, 

The ve years’ slum clearance pro- 
gramme had more than kept the pro- 
mise of Its schedule, It was being 
continually extended, and now Jn- 
cluded over 400,000 houses, an jn- 
crease of 44 per cent. on the first 
plan, No fewer than 650,000 slum 
dwellers had been moved to better 
homes, ‘ 


RURAL HQUSING SUBSIDY. 


Overcrowding in many — districts 
wus ulready abated by some 20 per 
cent. Sir Kingsley agreed with the 
criticism that the statutory definition 
of what constituted overcrowdings 
should be improved. But work to 
the present standard still required, 
with slum clearance, 300,000 more 
houses, und to meet that need was 
the first duty. 

Building prices, he reported, had 
fallen since the sudden rise in the 
spring, and showed a tendency to 
drop. : 

With progress in rural housing he 
was not satisied. He emphasised the 
importance of the measure to give 
more help from the, Exchequer for 
cottages to be Jet at low rents to 
agricultural workers, 

It was obvious that the anxiety 
aroused‘ by the plun_ to rebuild 
Newlyn bad given the Minister much 
concern. |. ; 

He discussed at length the gencral 
problem of renovation versus demoll- 
tion, protesting first that an outward- 
ly pleturesque and attractive cottage 
was not necessarily n healthy home, 
but nvowing his own preference for 
renovation rather than pulling down 
if the result was effective. 


IMPORTANCE OF DESIGN 


Efforts by .the Ministry of Health 
fto_persunade local author! to muke 
use of their powers for recondition=| 
ing, he announced, were at last bear- 
ing fruit, though his figures showed 
that hitherto the possibility had been 
neglected, : 

Emphasis was significantly laid on 
the importance of the design and 
material af new rural housing and 
the obligation to entrust schemes to 
persons of experlence, . 

Having announced that the Mid- 
wives Act would be in operation over 
the whole country next January, he 
declared his hope to‘introduce ao 
similar scheme for nurses.; He was 
about: to set up a committee to 
examine Into the conditions and 
recruitment of the nursing profession.
